Blue Days Drag Slowly by in 
Old Europe. 


Dread of Trouble in Egypt 
Is Cause of Alarm.

Im pending Crisis in a Nervous 
Money Market. 


A special cable dispatch to the New 
York Sun from London, Eng., says 
that all Burope has been suffering. 
this week from a @t of political and 
financial blues. Consols and other 
public secutities have declined as 
though some grave international crisis 
were impending, and responsible 
statésmen have been indulging in 
rather gloomy forebodings. The polit- 
ical and financial situation is, as a 
matter of fact, distinctly better than 
a year ago and it contains less threat- 
ening factors than existed even during 
ithe more obvious crisis of the winter 
and spring. 

The principal cause of the prevalent 
pessimism is a wider knowledge 
those threatening conditions which are 
still prevailing, with which readers cf 
the Sun's dispatches have long deen 
familiar. This is especially true of 
the pan-Islam peril which has been 
causing widespread alarm since Sir 
Edward Grey's speech in the House 
of Commons about the dangerous fa- 
naticism in Egypt. This danger its no 
greater t than it was when it wag 
fully disc in these dispatches in 
the early spring. That it exists there 
is no question, and Sir Edward Grey 
did not exaggerate its 
the speech which has so disturbed the 
public mind.

rut SPARTA EXCAVATIONS. 


Finds of British Explorers on the Site 
of Athens’s Great Rivail—Proof 
of the Roman Period. 


The walls of Sparta have been traced 
for four-fifths of their extent, and are 
ascertained to be not Byzantine, but 
Roman in period. It seems likely that 
the adjacent enceinte was cleared of 
buildings in classical times for strate- 
gic purposes. The excavators think. 
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that the ancient city may have in- 
cluded the area between the low hill 
which served as an Acropolis and the 
River Eurotas, in which case our no- 
tions of Spartan topography must be 
revised. 

The second point of Interest has been 
the investigation of the theater, hith- 
erto the only identified site of the an- 
cient city, where a life-sized statue of 
Asklepios, with portions of reliefs 
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bly belonging to the proscenium, 
ve been found. 
But the most important result ote 
tained, according to the London Ti 
has been the identification, att 
by inscriptions, of the site of the 
Temple Artemis Orthia, which we

Test of Efficacy of Work Is 
Soon to Be Made. 


Fresh from the scene of the great 
battle which the Southern Pacific is 
waging against the mighty Colorado 
River, Col. Epes Randolph arrived in 
Los Angeles yesterday more confident 
than ever that eventually the fight will 


or tomorrow, but just at the time 
whem the great railroad corporation 
was ‘almost ready to abandon the 
changed so that the 
tuat considered more prom 
than it has been for 
Some twelve miles below Yuma on 
the Colorado River an army of more 
han 1000 men is camped in a long 
skirmish line ready to spring to action 
at the word of command in a last 
desperate struggle to overcome the 
greedy river and to force it once more 
back to its abandoned channel. 
And although everything is in read- 
iness down io the finest detail, and a!- 
though the Salton Sea is yet slowly 
but steadily rising, menacing more 
and more the main line tracks of the 
Southern Pacific, the chiefs at the 
head of the great enterprise do not 


precipitate the battie and hand ito 
hand struggle between. the — 
of man and the devilish cunning of 
the treacherous Colorado River. 
Today not even the most sanguine 
could hope for success in the enter- 
prise in the face of the flood that is 
Haring through the 2000-foot mouth ot 
the ruined intake of the old Califor- 
nia Development Company. Patience 
to await a decided fall in the level of 
the river 1s imperative. How soon 
that will come no one gan say. 

Ot the 32,000 feet of water per sec- 
ond rolling down through the Colo- 
rado from the mountains, practically 
ev is pouring into the Salton 
sink through the sadly dilapidated ca- 
nal. The old channel of the river, 
stopped up with silt below the intake, 
forms a dam, beyond which mot a 
drop of the river’s volume flows on 
its old way to the Gulf. 

Not until the level of the ri 


reduce the flow to 10,000 feet per sec- 
ond, will the long-prepared-for at- 
tempt be made t stem its tide. 

Then the carefully laid plans of the 
engineers who have failed repeatedly” 
in previous attempts, but who have 
grown wondrous wise through the ex- 
perience gained by their fallures, will 
be put Into operation. 

In this preliminary work large 
rees of men have worked for 
nths. They have built powerful | 
wooden headgates to be used as tem- 
porary structures. They have dredged | 
out a by-pass to act as a run-around 
for the water through the temporary 
wooden gates, leaving only a narrow 
shell of earth to hold back the water 
from the canal until the — time. 
They have constructed wonderful con- 
crete headgates four miles farther up 
the river, and they have been dredg- 
ing and excavating for a new canal to 
extend from those gates to the water 
distribution system of the develop- 
mefit company. They haye built a 
railroad twelve miles in length to 
haul their supplies and to handle 
huge trainboads of rock and mattress 
for dam building. 

WORKS ON BAIR TRIGGER. 

All of this preliminary work has 
been done carefully and  conscien- 
tiously, for it is realized that the fail- 
ure of the slightest detail of this 
plan may bring disaster to the whole 
attempt, and set back the shutting off 
of the water from the river for months 
to come. 

But although the Colorado River ts 
falling slowly, receding a full inch 


soon it may » expected to drop 
enough to allow the beginning of 
work. It may be three weeks or it 
may be two months. 

Col. Epes Randolph, who ifs in su- 
preme charge of the whole work, has 
been on the ground several days mak- 
ing a careful inspection of the ar- 
rangements. He said that he has ev- 
ery confidence that the contemplated 
movement to shut off the river would 
prove successful. 

The scheme of the engineers, as he 
outlined ‘t, is to cut out the Nght re- 
taining wall of earth between the 
canal and the dredged-out by-pass as 
soon as the river falls low enough. An 
hour’s work will accomplish this. 

This will cause a portion of the cur- 
rent to flow through the by-pass. Im- 
mediately hundreds of men will be 
put to work just below the mouth of 
the by-pass, throwing in a mattress 
Work. and pinning it down with piling. 
Trains filled with rock will be in read- 
iness on.the new track, and the cars 
will be run upon a trestle, and their 
loads of heavy rock dumped down 
upon the mattress to hold it in plate,

PEOPLE OF MEXICO HAVE NO 
REASON TO REBEL. 


Never Before, Says Mr. Sternau, 
Has There Been Such Contentment 
as at the Present Time—Thé Only 
Trouble Has Been Caused by the 
Union Emissaries Along the Border. 


“There is peace in Mexico. High 
wages with plenty of employment and 
the common people are more prosper- 
ous than ever ‘before. These are the 
signs that there is not the slightest 
possibility of a revolution occurring in 
the republic in the south,” said Julio 
Sternau, one of ‘the principal mer- 
chants of Torreon, Mex., who is visit- 
ing in Los Angeles. 

Mr. Sternau has been In New York 
for the last few weeks and recently 
arrived in this city. When he heard 
of the wild reports emanating from 
the border cities that a revolution was 
pending in Mexico he immediately te!- 
egraphed his brother, Carlos Sternau, 
at Torreon, asking information. 

Yesterday he received a reply stat- 
ing that there Was not the slightest 
foundation for the reports and that 
there was peace and prospérity every- 
where in the repub | 

“The only basis for these stories that 
I can see is the recent agitation along 
the border and in some of the mining 
districts for higher wages.

of the unions of the United 
States. They have caused some dis- 
satisfaction, but nothing like a revo- 
lution. This trouble is no more of a 
revolution in Mexico than was the 
strike of the Teamsters’ Union in Chi- 
cago a revolution in the United States. 

“There can be no great strike in 
Mexico as the government is too pow- 
erful to permit it for one moment, and 
President Diaz recognizes that vested 
rights of owners must be guarded. 

“When a striké is called in Mexico 
and the strikers try to interfere with 
the property owners, the soldiery is 
called to the scene and immediately 
begins shooting. There is scant cere- 
mony and this very fact makes for a 
quick quelling of any rioting.

The ration ts 
intended to be a life saving device, 
not in the sense that it will prevent 
starvation; but with the idea that hav- 
ing it on hand in time of battle will 
give strength and power to the sol- 
diers, in the event that the food supply 
has run short, and make movements 
possible which ‘would be out of the 
question without more food, 

For this reason the soldier to whom 
the ration ts given is cautioned, both 
through orders and by directions 
printed on the ration can, to take care 
of it and not to open the can unless 
he has orders to do so, or in an ex- 
tremity. If a soldier loses a ration its 
money value is taken from his pay. 
This tends to impress upon the en- 
ltsted men the necessity of keeping the 
little tin can until it is absolutely es- 
sential that he dispose of its contenis. 
The emergency ration now used by 
the army, adopted after many months 
of research in 1901, and altered oniy 
slightly since, is packed in a hermeti- 
cally sealed lacquered can, 6% inches 
long, with an oval base about 1%x2% 
inches.

THE NERVE OF WOMEN. 


Some Have Set Foot Where No White 
Man Ever Ventured—Bravery of 
Our Fair Explorers. 


{Pearson's Weekly:] There will soon 
be coming to England the famous 
woman explorer, Miss Mary Hall, who 
arrived the other day at Khartoum, 
after traversing Africa from south to 
north, Starting from Chinde, on the 
coast of Portuguese Fast Africa nine 
months ago, Miss Hall sailed up the 
Zambes an Shire rivers une she 
reached Port Herald, whence she trav- 
eled by rail to Chiromo. Borne on a 
hammock by natives to Blantyre, in 
Nyasgaland, and thence to Abercorn, 
on the south of Lake Tanganyika, 
which she crossed by boat, the intrepid 
lady eventually reached Lake Victoria 
Nyanza, after walking miles and miles 
through German East Africa. During 
this twenty-cight days’ journey Miss 
Hall saw no white people whatever. 
On her arrival at each place the na- 
tives, headed by their chief, brought 
her bananas, goats, beans, firewood 
and all kinds of presents, in return for 
which Miss Hall gave them calico, 
beads and salt. The native women, too, 
sat around her for hours at a time, 
alternately looking at her with won- 
der and feeling the intrepid woman's 
clothing. In many villages the natives 
had never seen a white man or woman 
before. : 

At the moment, too, another woman, 
Mrs. French Sheldon, famous also as a 
writer, is traveling in the unexplored 
regions of West Africa for.the purpose 
of scientific end botanical research. 
Besides the native carriers she is ac- 
companied only by a woman secretary. 
Mrs. French Sheldon is the greatest 
woman explorer alive. She has vis- 
‘{ted nearly every country in the 
world, and has encircled the globe at 
least twice. She has tramped over 2000 
miles in the interior of Africa, has 
shot big game under nerve-trying con- 
ditions, and has won the confidence of 
—— natives by her powers to heal their 

c ss. 

In her first journey to East Africa 
and on the announcement of her inten- 
tion to visit the province under the 
rule of the crue! Sultan of Mandara the 
German authorities endeavored to dis- 
suade Mrs. French Sheldon, ‘fearing 
harm would happen to her. Rut the 
old barbarian, who had never seen 
a white woman before, and who had 
in vain offered 100 cows to any Arab 
who would bring him a white wife in 
is caravan, was too amazed to do 
more than to gaze at his visitor in awe 
and wonder. Even the hostile Masai. 
upon whose land no white man had at 
that time set foot and who were then 
considered the ‘error of all Africa. al- 
lowed her to visit their homes, took 
her to thelr native villages and in- 
trusted her with many of their state 
and family secrets. 

Yet these Masai warriors, a horde of 
1000, d in monkey skins, with 
long hair streaming behind, carrying 
huge hide shields and eight-foot spears 
and having their faces bedaubed with 
paint and clay, would have frightend 
most men out -f their wits. 

Mrs. Peary, wife of the famous Arc- 
tic explorer, has accompanded her hus- 
band in a search for the North Pole, but 
a fare more hazardous undertaking 
was that of Mrs. Leonidas Hubbard, 
the first white person to visit the Nas- 
caupee Indians.
